Redevelopment is key 
to city’s future plans

During the 1950's and 60's as people moved . 
out of the cities and into the outlying areas, the 
suburbs were born and, in many cases, the death 
of a city was realized. 

Once the center of a town’s business activity, 
many cities were left to deteriorate; uncared or 
unnoticed by the outlying residents and city 
officials. 

Then, in the late 1960's, a new movement 
began sweeping the country. It was called 
redevelopment and it was aimed at the old inner 
cities which had been left deserted by all but a 
handful of derelicts, hookers and transients. 

Massive reorganization took place and, in many 
cases, old restorable buildings were destroyed in 
order to make room for new, hi-rise office space. 
The effect this type of redevelopment had on the 
total look of the city was still one of deterioration, 
now surroundedby a few monolithic giants. 

So, when the city of Santa Ana, a fairly large city 
(population 175,000) in Southern California, 
decided in 1973 toredevelop its old downtown 
section they were very concerned with the over-all 
finished product. The city’s main goal was to 
redevelop while also restoring older buildings to 
their original state. 

Santa Ana, the county seat of Orange County, is 
a city which lies about 40 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles in the prosperous hub of Orange County. 
The history of Santa Ana is typical of many 
American cities its size and age. 

Santa Ana is one of the oldest cities in Orange 
County,having been chartered in about 1889. In its 
early years it functioned as a_ prosperous 
agricultural community for its few thousand 
residents. 

As the 1920's and 30's approached, Orange 
County, and particularly Santa Ana_ grew. 
Businesses were attracted to the area because of 
its convenient location to the rest of the county. 

A downtown shopping and business area began 
to spring up and expand to keep up with the 
growing needs of its residents. Thousands of 
people were flocking to Santa Ana’s tree-lined 
streets and finding it a proud, attractive place to 
live, work and play.

In the 1940's and 50's, as the social and 
economic climate of the country began to change, 
effects were taking place in cities such as Santa 
Ana. 

The war was over and more people than ever 
began moving to Southern California. The suburbs 
were born and with them came a new design to 
shopping and business centers. 

Instead of people journeying to the downtown 
area to uo their shopping and business, retail 
stores and commercial developments were 
relocated closer to the center of the suburbs. 
Thereby creating new business and shopping 
districts. 

By the mid 60's, downtown Santa Ana, once the 
prosperous county seat, was now a run-down 
section of town bordering on the description of 
skid row. 

The few successful businesses which remained 
in the downtown section were the old timers such 
as McClean Cadillac. 

Other once successful stores were converted 
into pawn shops, thrift stores, bars and vacant lots 
to be frequented by the very young and the very 
poor. 

Meanwhile, as the old retail core of downtown 
Santa Ana crum led around itself, a mile or so 
down the road anewfinancial district was forming. 

Typified by large high-rise office buildings, 
banks and restaurants, the new financially strong 
business section began stirring hope in the minds 
of those who still remembered downtown Santa 
Ana as a successful business area. 

A few of the local business members launched a 
redevelopment plan of their own, on a smaller 
scale. Establishing Fourth Street as an acceptable 
shopping area was their goal which, in the end, 
proved futile. 

“It was, not enough to merely beautify a street 
alone. In the end the overall image was still one of 
bleak and undesirable isolation,’’ said a Bissell 
Survey report on downtown Santa Ana 
redevelopment. 

By now the time was ripe for the city to step in. 
Physical decay was growing, land values and 
public revenues were dropping. The seven

member city council of Santa An- 4ecided in 1973 
that an intensified and all er Snpassing effort 
was needed if downtown Santa Ana was to 
function successfully again. 

Firms were contracted to do feasibility reports. 
Finally, a master plan was approved. It called for 
320 acres of the downtown section and about the 
same amount of the surrounding area to be 
redeveloped in the coming years. 

The civic center was to be improved and added 
to, as was the new finanacial district and the 
shopping center, Fashion Square. 

However, the major changes and improvements 
would occur in the heart of old downtown. 

“We're going to try to clean up the slum area 
down there and revitalize the old downtown 
section of Santa Ana,” said Thomas Hammill, 
Associate Real Property agent for the redevelop- 
ment committee. 

“Most of the downtown businesses are very 
much for it, in fact they're clamering for it,” said 
Hammill. 

Much of the plan calls for the destruction of the 
older, irreparable buildings and the strengthening 
of the restorable ones which hold some historical 
value. 

Examples include the old Howe-Waffle home 
built in 1889, the same year that Orange County 
was founded. It was completely renovated in 1976 
as a bicentennial project. 

Also improved through restoration was the 
Santora building and the Handlebar saloon, 
buildings constructed around the 1920's. 

Although the long range plans for downtown 
Santa Ana are moving slowly ahead, lately there 
have been major stumbling blocks in the city’s 
path concerning at least two redevelopment sites. 

One, the Smith-Tuthill, Lamb mortuary was 
considered a choice‘location for an OCTD garage 
site and a Santa Ana First Federal Savings and 
Loan building. 

However, the owner of the mortuary, Kirk Lamb, 
does not want to give up his businesslocationand 
has indicated that he will fight a city move to evict 
him from the 98-year-old mortuary structure. 

In a move to insure his permanent stay at the 
present location, opponents of the proposed 
downtown OCTD parking facility are trying to get 
the mortuary classified as a historical structure. 

“Community groups are disturbed with the 
current philosophy of the redevelopment authority. 
That is they view the emphasis of redevelopment 
as tearing down existing restorable building stock 
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Goal to improve area 


in Santa Ana,”’ said Hal Thomas, spokesperson for 
the environmental Coalition of Orange County. 

Hammill says, however, that ‘the city has no 
intention of tearing down all the old buildings, 
those with some historical interest will certainly 
be preserved.” 

So, the development of the OCTD parking 
garage and the savings and loan building is heldin 
limbo until a decision is made on the status of the 
mortuary. 

Another dispute the city’s redevelopment 
committee faces is the fate of the Rescue Center 
Mission. 

The mission has been in Santa Ana for the last 
15 years and serves as a meal and lodging facility 
for transients out of the downtown area. 

The city proposes to build a parking lot on the 
site at Sycamore Street and is only concerned with 
helping the mission find a new site. 

The real problem, however, is the fact that 
downtown business, including McClean Cadillac 
and Mission Viejo Lighting, voice strong 
opposition to any downtown relocation of the 
mission. 

“Many businesses will not spend money on 
redevelopment unless the mission is moved out of 
the area,’ said Hammill. ' 

Although many sites have been shown or 
suggested to the mission officials, the residents in 
the proposed areasalways voice disapproval to 
their moving there. 

So, the fate of the city’s redevelopment project 
parking lot is undecided until a new, agreeable 
mission site can be found. 

Even with these, and other problems, the Santa 
Ana city council intends to continue with 
arrangements for the redevelopment of downtown 
Santa Ana. 

Projects already accomplished by the 
redevelopment committee include the Santa Ana 
Towers, a housing facility for seniors, and a senior 
citizens service center in Birch Park. 

Future plans call for construction of 
Willowbrook, another low cost housing facility and - 
a $25 million Center for the Performing Arts to be 
built near the civic center. 

The downtown area is scheduled to be improved 
through enlargement of the streets and sidewalks, 
more parking spaces and better auto circulation. 

All this, of course, will take time as the city 
council believes in piecemeal growth. However, by 
1990 with the projected increase of activity 20 
percent the city hopes that the major hurdles in 
redevelopment will have been crossed.

While the women’s race seems tight, the men’s award will 
feature older and younger actors. Five men have been nominated 
for the gold this year. Richard Burton, Richard Dreyfuss, Woody 
Allen, John Travolta and Marcel.> Mastroianni. 

Richard Burton, a seasoned actor in films and on the stage just 
may win the Oscarfor old times sake (He’s been nominated seven 
times). But his performance as the tormented shrink in “Equus” 
may not be enough to stand up to other nominees. 

Perhaps Richard Dreyfuss, ‘The Goodbye Girl,” may be the one 
winning this year. Two movies in one year (‘Close Encounters’’) 
can't hurt. 

Woody Allen's nomination may seem to be in the wrong 
category. One would best picture him in the best writer category. 
But don't fret, he’s been nominated for that too. 

John Travolta, the newest nominee in the Oscar field for his 
role in ‘Saturday Night Fever,’’ may need a bit more experience 
under his belt to be a winner. 

Marcello Mastroianni has been nominated for his role in “A 
Special Day.”’ 

Another category in the Oscar world is the best picture of the 
year.

‘Thieves,’ SAC’s production of the hit Broadway play is set for 
April 6-9 in the college’s Phillips Hall. Written by Herb Gardner 


and directed by Robert Blaustone, ‘Thieves’ is the first of two 


major productions to be presented by SAC’s Theatre Arts 
Department. 

The setting of the play is the present. It takes place between one 
a.m. and seven a.m. ona warm June night in the upper East Side 
of Manhattan. Martin Cramer, portrayed by student Danny King 
and Sally Cramer, portrayed by Nancy Ryan, are a couple from a 
poverty-stricken neighborhood in New York.

Admission is $2.50 for adults and $1.50 for students and senior 
citizens with Diamond Jubilee cards.

Coach Rolland Todd's talented 
SCC champion cagers again 
came up short in their quest for 
the coveted state championship 
which has continued to elude 
the Dons each time they've 
traveled to the state tournament 
in recent years. 

After beating Riverside CC 
and San Joaquin Delta in the 
first two opening round games 
of the California State Champi- 
onships in Long Beach, the 

Dons bowed to a_ strong 
Bakersfield squad 89-79 in the 
semi-finals March 17, to put an 
abrupt end to the Dons highly 
successful 1978 campaign. 

Bakersfield, who was quite 


impressive in all there tourney 


games, eventually became the 


state champion by defeating San 
Francisco CC in the finals. 

“Bakersfield was tough”, 
commented tri-captain Reggie 
Traylor, who had justplayed his 
last game as a Don. ‘If our big 
men (Jefferson, Maxam), hadn't 
gotten in foul trouble, | think we 
could have won. | thought there 
were better teams than San 
Francisco, he continued, ‘‘but 
they played some good, tough 
games to reach the finals, but, 
there were also a lot of good 
teams that didn’t even go as far 
as we did.” 

It indeed was another superb 
year for SAC basketballs one that 
coaches Todd and Brown have to 
be happy with. The hoopsters 
ended with an overall 25-7 
record (counting playoff games), 
and added another champion- 


ship pennant to the already full, 
Bill Cook Gym wall. 

Top individual honors went to 
sophomore sensation Howard 
“the magician’ Avery,who was 
named all-tournament, all-state 
and all-America, which made 
him the third Don in as many 
years to be named with such 
honors following Blake Taylor 
(now at ASU) and Steve Smith 
(USC). 

Coaching honors went to both 
Todd and Myrond Brown, who 
might not be here next year but 
that has yet to be officially 
announced.
